A Horrible Railroad Accident, 
WEST LAFAYKTTE, 0., Fcb, 19.— 


Probabfy the most disastrous wreck 
along this part of the Pan Handle oc- 
curred at Trenton, 0,, a few mites, cast 
of Lock 17, Monday morning. Your 
correspondent has just relumed from 
ihe scene of the disaster, whereby he 
gleaned the following particulars 


A west bound freight train was com- 


ing down the grade at that place at 
about 1:45 A. M,, at the rate of 18 miles 
per hour, and the switch having been 
tampered with, the engine wheels on 
the right hand side followed 
one 


switch rail and the left kept the main 
track, as far as possible, and then it ran' 
fnto the earth between the two tracks, 
plowing the track tip for several yards. 
The- cars following, of course, were 
thrown off the track in the utmost con- 
fusion, 
But litllc damage would have 


been clone had not th6 lights been 
shaken out of the caboose and the 
flagman hurt so that before he could 
light up again the next section round 
cd ihe curve, and ere it could be stop* 
pcd, ran into the first and completed 
the disaster by piling up and utterly 
destroying twenty-one cars and killing 
three men, and breaking an arm and a 
leg of another. One dead man and 
the wounded one were found, and the 
.alter notified that thai there wore 
bur men in the car at Ihe time, and 
that the two must be underneath the 
lebris; if .so, they, loo, are dead, 
Two young men from Dcnnison and 
Uhtichsville are missing, and it is 
bought lhat they are Ihc two unfound, 
as they got'on at Dcnninson and have 
lot been heard of since.

NEW YORK, *'eb. 18 


It has been a week of constant and 


startling excitement, bad in every 
sense; and one lo be unpleasantly re- 
membered all the year. We started 
with a frightful collision on the elevated 
road, where two engines came togeth- 
er with most disastrous consequences. 
The terror of the meeting can scarcely 
bt' imagined; mounted on rails eigh- 
teen or twenty feet above Ihe street, 
ihc surroundings are much more fright- 
ful than a collision on an ordinary rail- 
way.
